A Negro Arrested for Murder Committed 
in North Carolinas Turce Years Ago. 


A furious mob of reckless mep and boys 
on the corner of Decatur street and the 
Boulevard, ‘@t 11’ o'clock last night, led to 
the serious injury of a patrolman and the 
probable death of the leader of the mob. 

After. the conclusion of the circus’ per- 
formance, a crowd of toughs who had col- 
lected on the outside marched down tke 
Boulevard towards Decatur. They station- 


| ed themselves at the corner and defied any 


one to pass. An old negro walked towards 
them and was met by a shower of stones, 
and was badly hurt. Several others who 
Passed were severely hurt, and were fired 
at several times. 

Officers Charley Martin and Frank Whit- 
ley, who were on duty at the grounds, 
heard the firing, and ran in: that direction. 
They were warned not to go, but, regari- 
less, they ran on. The mob numbered over 
@ hundred men. The patrolmen had taken 
off their helmets, in order to disguise them- 
selves, and as they approached some one 
yelled for them to halt. 

Patrolman Whitley was in. the act of 
putting on his helmet when a large stone, 
thrown with powerful force, struck him in 
the center of the forehead. He fell to the 
ground senseless, blood spurting out pro- 
fusely. 

Officer Martin, who was close behind, 
Saw the man as he hurled the stone. In 
an instant he pulled his pistol and began 
firing. The crowd scattered wildly. i 

Martin and several others gave their at- 
tention to Whitley. The reserve force of 
police were called out immediately. Bud 
Boyd, a vicious-looKing youngster, was 
arrested. The rest escaped in every di- 
rection. : 

Whitley was taken to the station house, 
where Dr. Harris was called to dress the 
wound. His whole countenance was clotted 
with blood. 

There was blood in another place. One 
of the officers noticed a dark stream on 
the ground where the man shot at by 
Marcin was standing. The trail of blood 
led off towards an old field of weeds. Offiter 
Martin and several others followed the 
blood across the field and down a hill. 

At a late hour last night the search was 
being carried on. é 

It is thought that the man is fatally 
wounded, and that his dead body will be 
found this morning.

IT WAS AN OVERDOSE.

A Well-Known Patrolman Dies from 
the Effects of a Dose of Laudanum. 
From the effect of an overdose of lauda- 

num taken early yesterday morning, W. A. 

Miller, a well-known patrolman, died at il 

o’clock. : 

For three or four days the officer had 
been unwell and had not been on duty. He 
was suffering from a chronic disease and 
in great pain. Dr. Longino treated him for 
several days and in order to relieye the pain 
opiates had to be given. At 3 o’clock yes- 
terday morning the patrolman was suffering 
actutely and asked for a dose of lauda- 
num. This was given and he fell off to 
sleep. At 7 o’clock he awoke and was 
very restless. He remarked to his wife 
that he was going to walk down town. 

While there he purchased an ounce of 
laudanum at Tyner’s and returned home, 
taking another dose upon his arrival. It 
Was an overdose and the deadly drug had 
immediate effect. Dr. Longino and Dry. Ste- 
phens were calicd and strennous. efforts 
were made to revive him.. At one time it 
was thought that he was out of danger, 
but he began rapidly to sink again and 
died at 11 o'clock. 

Among his fellow patrolmen and com- 
rades the news of ‘his death was received 
with surprise and sorrow. He was one of 
the most popular officers on the force. 

“Miller had been on the force since 1889,” 
gaid Chief Connolly last night, “and was a 
superior man. He was well liked and I 
ccnsidered him a good officer. He has been 
in bad health fcr some time, but I can cee 
no for these: feports that he 
committed evicide. The trouble was that 
he took the doses of laudanum too close to- 


gether,” 


The remains of Patrolman Miller will be 


taken to Palmetto on the West Point road 
at 9 o’clock Wednesday morning. An es- 
cecrt of: policemen from the force and from 


the relief- association will escort the body. 
The patrolman’s life was insured for $2,000 


in the Knights of Honor.

MR, FELTON RETAINED AS A DIRECTOR 


Few of the Old Board Kept in Place. 
The Meeting in Cincinnati Yester- 
dsy—Ovser Railroad News 


Cincinnati, O., Octoter 15.—At 10 0’clock 
this morning the prmcipals in the fight for 
the final control of the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad began to arrive at the general 
office of that company. They represented 
two great railroad systems, both anxious 
to secure control of the property. The 
first interest is the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton syndicate. The other is the 
recently organized Southern Railway Com- 
pany, of which Samuel] Spencer is president, 
and of which Drexel, Morgan & Co. were 
the chief organizers and promoters. Re- 
ceiver Felton, of the Cincnnati Southern 
road, called the meeting to order a few 
minutes after.10 o’clock. The first business 
considered was the report of President and 
Receiver Samuel M. Felton. It shows the 
total earnings of the year to be $3,576,979.47 
and the expenses for the same period $2,- 
665,215.25, leaving net earnings at $911,764.12. 
Compared with the earnings of last year 
there is a decrease of $596,990.24, but a large 
decrease is shown in operating expenses. 

The following directors were elected: 6. 
M. Felton, C. C. Harvey, E. W. Kittredge, 
Alexander McDonald, Lawrence Maxwell, 
M. D.: Woodford, Eugene Zimmerman, Cin- 
cinnati; H. F. Shoemaker and Alfred Sul- 
ly, New York. 

Felton, Harvey and. McDonald are the 
only ones of the old board re-elected. They 
were on both tickets and received 27,670 
votes out of the 30,000 shares voted. The 
other six directors each received 22,680, all 
of them being in the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton syndicate, which now secures 
control of the Queen and Crescent route as 
soon as it is out of the hands of the re- 
ceivers. 

All the Cincinnati Southern interests 
voted with the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Cayton, which had a majority without the 
protested .vote. The opposition voted only 
5,000 shares. The six retiring directors are. 
Thomas, Brice, Goodman, Anderson, Welr 
and McGhee. 

The first. vote cast was by Lauterbach, 
the New York attorney who is Baron Er- 
langer’s representative and who offered the 
proxy for the 10,000 shares of stock of the 
Alabama Great Southern. Mr. Morgan, rep- 
resenting the Central Trust Company of 
New York, filed a protest against Lauter- 
bach’s vote being accepted, on the ground 
that the shares of stock for which Lauter- 
bach held the proxy were a portion of the 
stock which had been given as security for 
the Cincinnati extension ponds given by 
Messrs. Brice and Thomas to Baron Er- 
langer in payment for the controling inter- 
est of the Alabama Great Southern: road. 
The prexy Mr. Lauterbach offered for the 
10,000 shares was from the Alabama Great 
Southern railway, limited, of London, which 
company was the Alabama Great Southern 
Railway Company. The proxy was accept- 
ed ang the vote counted. 

C. C. Harvey then offered the proxy of the 
“Klower’ holdings and it was accepted 
without protest. 

Townsend Morgan, who represents the 
Central Trust Company of New York, offer- 
ed the proxy of the company for 5,00( 
shares. 

Mr. Lauterbach filed a protest agains! 
the acceptance of the vote on the ground 
that Henry A. Taylor is the owner of 3,001,: 
000 of the Cincinnati extension bonds, being 
a-majority of the issue and was entitled 
to vote the stock in question, as it was held 
by the Central Trust Company of New 
York, as security for those bonds. Mr. 
Lauterbach stated that Mr. Taylor had re- 
quested the trust company for a proxy tc 
vote the stock on the 12th instant, but tha! 
the proxy had been given to the opposi: 
tion. The vote was accepted, however, by 
the tellers. The stock voted by Mr. Mor- 
gan is the 5,000 shares that Brice and 
Thomas were required to put up with the 
Central Trust Company when they gave 
Baron Erlanger the $6,000,000 of Cincinnati 
extension bonds in payment for the con- 
trolling interest in the Alabama Great 
Southern Railway, and the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. They originally deposited $300,000 in 
cash which remained with the Central] 
Trust Company, until they succeeded in 
securing on the market 5,000 shares of Cin- 
cinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
stock, which they deposited with the Cen- 
tral-Trust Company, and took down their 
cash. This gave Brice and Thomas, with 
10,000 shares in the Alabama Great Southern 
road, the contralling interest in the Cin- 
cinnati, New -Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Company without depending upon the 
*‘Flower’’ stock. The other stock was voted 
without protest. 

Today’s election very plainly developed 
the fact that notwithstanding that the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton syndicate 
has made some sort of a deal with Baron 
Erlanger for the Cincinnati extension bonds 
the baron still controls the Alabama Great 
Southern and also the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leans and Texas Pacific. Through his hold- 
ing of the 10,000 shares of the mortgaged 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
stock, with the Flower holding to help him, 
and the stock of the Alabama Great South- 
ern Company, limited, of England, which 
company owns all except nine orten shares 
of the stock of the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad of this country, the baron, when 
he sold out the controlling interest in the 
Alabama Great Southern and Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific, never let 
go of his voting powers in those com- 
panies, Lut tied both Brice and Thomas up 
as tightly as a burglar proof safe. He ac- 
cepted the $6,000,000 Cincinnati extension 
bonds in payment with a provision that “if 
the bonds turn out all right you get the 
etock in the Alabama Great Southern and 
the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific, but if they don’t I will keep them and 
vote them for you.” 

That is what the baron did during the 


Brice-Thomasg regime in the Alabama Great. 


Southern and Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific roads, and what he did today. 
The annual meeting of the Alabama Great 
Southern stockholders at Birmingham and 
the annual meeting of the Cincinnati, New 
Orleas and Texas Pacific stockholders are 
merely preliminary skirmishes to the real 
battle for possession of the Alabama Great 
Southern and Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific which will take place when 
the majority of the stock of the Alabama 
Great Southern, limited. of England, is 
sold at foreclosure to satisfy the claims of 
holders of Cincinnati extension bonds. 
The new board of directors will organize 
by electing officers later. If the Southern 
railway bids in the property at the foreclos 
ure sale or the Cincinnati, Hamilton end 
Dayton people bid it in. the price obtained 
will be such that the holders of the Cin- 
cinnati extension bonds will benefit.

Judge T. J. Burton, of Cleburne, was 
made chairman of the gonvention, and R. 
E. L. Simith, of Dallas, was secretary. 

When nominations were called for, John 
M. Caldweil, Gaston A. Robbins and 5. 
D. G.. Brothers -were placed before the 
meeting, Mr. Plowman’s friends withhold- 
ing his name. It all depended upon Shelby. 
Robbite had twenty-five votes without 
Shelby’s seven, and it took twenty-seven 
to nominate. Calhoun voted her eleven for 
Caldwell. Then, in order, came Cleburne 
4, and Dallas 16 for Robbins. Shelby came 
hext and voted seven for Robbins. Talle- 
dega, seeing that Robbins was a winner 
anyhow, cast her ten for him. Thereupon 
a Calhoun man, hoping to catch the vote 
of Shelby and Talladega, changed the Cal- 
houn vote to ex-Governor Rufus Cobb, of 
Shelby, but the bait was left untouched. 
Then the vote was made unanimous, and 
the utmost harmony prevailed. 

Mr. Robbins expressed his gratitude 
in an eloquent and timely speech.

Empties Itself Into Eufala to Attend 
 #® Camp Meeting. 

Eufaula, Ala., October 15,—(8pecia).)—Ful- 
ly ten thousand coiored people are thought 
to have attended the camp-meeting that 
has been holding in this city for the past 
three days. Thirty or more extra coaches, 
packing full, came in over the 4ifferent 
roads yesterday. 

A negro man from near Charlton, in leap- 
ing from the cars while in motion, was 
catight under the trucks ‘and the wheels 
passed over his body, crushing him in a 
frightful manner and killing him instantly. 
The accident occurred within three hun- 
dred yards of the depot here. Another was 
mortally wounded by leaping from the cars, 
while en ronte from Cuthbert to this city, 


f and an old colored woman was run over 


on the camp grounds by a passing vehicle 
and badly crippled. The town never wit- 
nessed such a. mass of colored humanity 
in its history before. The railroads are re- 
ported to have issued over three thousand 
tickets on yesterday, besides the thousands 
who have beeh pouring in by private con- 
veyances and over the roads on the pre- 
ceding days.

A JAM AT THE CIRCUS. 
Four Thousand People Refused Ad- 
mission at the Tent Gate. 

The tent doors opened by Barnum & 
Bailey, the proprietors of what they call 
the greatest show on earth, were closed 
both yesterday afternoon and last night 
before the performance began. 

It is estimated that nearly four thousand 
people were turned away from the tent 
doors during the afternoon and evening, 
while @t béth performances the tent was 
crowded, in the afternoon standing room 
being at a premium. 

Early in the morning the streets along 
which the line of march had been arranged 
were thronged with people. There was 
scarcely an inch on the sidewalks, while 
all the doorways and windows were taken 
by the people who wanted to see what 
Barnum & Bailey had in the way of a 
street parade. The line of march was taken 
up at the grounds at about 9 o’clock and 
came down Edgewood avenue. ‘hat street 
trom Calhoun up was crowded with people, 
while every street on the iine OF march 
was In the same condition.

They were Supplied with tickets, 
but were informed that there was no room 
on the inside and that the price for the 
ticket would be refuned. iis did nor 
please the holders of the tiekets and there 
Was quite an amount of dissatisfaction dis- 
“fo by the people. 

Many on the grounds disposed of the 
tickets they had at the best advantage and 
came away thoroughly displeased with the 
whole affair. 

But not so with those who ‘were on the 
inside. Those who had gained admission 
were enjoying a good show, while those on 
the outside were clamoring for an entrance. 
It is true that many of them were com- 
pelled to stand during the afternoon enter- 
tainment, but they, too, were well pleased 
with what they saw. At the evening enter- 
tainment the tent was again full and be- 
fore the performance began the doors were 
again closed. Still there was a great throng 
in the tent.

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CAPTAIN R. 4, LOWRY HAS RETURNED 


He Was Successful in Securing the Con- 


vention—Fifteen Hundred Repre- 
entative Bankers to Be Here. 


Atlanta has captured another great con- 
vention—the annual convention of the 
strongest organization in America. 

The next. convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association will convene in At- 
lanta just ome year from now. Twelve hun- 
dred of the ablest financiers in this country 
will gather in this city for a week's con- 
vention an@ to see Atlanta's superb exposi- 
tion. 

Captain Robert J. Lowry returned yester- 
day morning from Baltimore, where he 
went to attend the’ annual meeting of the 
American @ankers* Association in that 
city. He comes home with great enthusi- 
asm, proud of the fact that he has succeed- 
ed in the splendid mission which took him 
to Baltimore. 

The selection of a piace of meeting for 
the convention is not determined by the 
organization, but is left to the executive 
committee. 
White, an able banker from Cincinnati, and 
the retiring president of the national or- 
ganization, is chairman. Mr. Justee, the 
prominent Nashville banker, is also a mem- 
ber of the committee, and both went to 
work for Atlanta two or three days before 
the convention adjourmwed, they having 
been enlisted by Captain Lowry. The, re- 
sult is that the committee is unanimously 
in favor of bringing the next convention 
here, and the committee has given Captain 
Lowry assurance that they will select At- 
lanta. 

Captain Lowry went to Baltimore armed 
with ‘invitations for the bankers. The ex- 
position directors sent a stréng invitation 
to the association, urging them to come 
here in view of the fact that Atlanta was 
preparing to hold a grand exposition, which 
would be in full blast just when the con- 
vention would assemble for its next session. 
This strongly worded and urgent invitation 
was supplemented by a strong one from the 
associated banks of the city-—the Atlanta 
clearing house—and carrying these, and 
with a heart set upon success—Captain 
Lowry reached Baltimore with a most 
hopeful heart. 

Captain Lowry was quite prominent in the 
affairs of the convention and was on the 
committee on nominations. It so happened 
that he was busy with this committee when 
the time for submitting invitations came 
around. He had placed his in the hands 
of a prominent gentleman present, and it 
was while he was out that it was read to 
the convention. He had intended to add to 
.he written invitation & hearty speech, ask- 
ing the association to come to this city.

“Yes,” sgid Captain Lowry last night, 
with a happy smile, “you may say that 
the next convention will come to Atlanta.

There will be fully 1,200 representa- 
tive business men of the country here, and 
you may readily estimate the adyantage 
to Atlanta that such a gathering will mean. 

“I'll tell you, nearly all of thé delegates 
seemed anxious to come down to Atlanta. 
Their attention is now centered on the 
south and upon Atlanta as the representa- 
tive city of the south. The wonderful 
strides that this section has made of recent 
years in the dircction of progress has in- 
terested the people of other sections and 
they have begun to regard the south as full 
of fine possibilities. The convention next 
year will probably be twice as large as the 
one at Baltimore, 

“I found the feeling among the bankers, 
concerning business, very good.

A STALWART YOUNG MOUNTAINEER 


Recapturesd Sunday Night in Worth Caro- 
tinaand Will Be Carried Wut to 
Port McPherson Today, , 


A stalwart young mountaineer, with an 
old slouch hat pulled down over a very red 


face, was marched into the poice station 


last night with both arms bound securely 


. behind him. 


He is a deserter from the United States 
army, and has a record—a daring record. 

In December last he was.captured in Bar- 
nard, N. C., by Marshal Jamnes Cassa:ia, 
in the same place and by the same man 
who captured him this time. The marshal 
Was preparing to carry him to the nearcst 
post and had him locked in a small room on 
the second floor of a hotel. 

“The weather was beast!y cold,"* said Mr. 
Cassada last night. “Everything was 
frozen up. I had bad orders for some time 
to capture the man. His name is Weldon 
I’. Harris and he enlisted in the army in 
May, 1898, deserting in June of the same 
year. I was preparing to start out with 
him for Ohio for the post from which he 
had deserted and had him iocked up in the 
little room about forty feet from the 
ground. I was in the dining room just be- 
low the place I had locked him in. We 
were all talking and suddenly we were 
startied by something dropping from the 
window above. I thought of Harris at once 
and rushed to tke door. There was the de- 
serter going at full tilt down the road. The 
cnly thing I could do was to take out after 
him and away I went, followed by the ho- 
tel keeper and several others who were 
about the place. 

“The French Broad river wourd around 
the foot of the hill and [ noticed that Har- 
rig had started in that direction. We 
thcught we had him hemmed in and started 
out faster. Down the hill he went like a 
scared rabbit and we were on his heels Hike 
@ pack of hounds. The river was uot far 
off and I thought we had him. 

“But that man did something I never 
dreamed of. He reached the bank of the 
river, hesitated a moment, and plunged in 
We stood there and wondered, 
The whole stream was full of ice und in 
places frozen hard. At this point § the 
French Broad is broad, indeed; and big 
lumps of ice were iloating down. But the 
man braved tiie current, the icebergs and 
everything ‘else. He went across the 
stream like a deer, and [—well, I stood there 
on the bank and ‘cussed’ and wondered. 
He escaped and he deserved it. That feat 
was the talk of the pevple about that sec- 
tion for many montus.”’ 

Mr. Cassada lives in Madison ‘county, 
North Carolina. He heard wothing from 
the daring young deserter until several 
weeks ago, when he received information 
that he was in Barnard. Sunday night he 
started out to make the capture again. 

Harris was at home asleep and the mar- 
shal aroused him abruptly. Befcere the de- 
serter could realize it both hands were 
caught and he was being securely bound. 

At 9 o’clock last night he arrived with 
the prisoner, going at once to the station 
house, where Harris will be kept intil this 
morning. At 10 o’clock he wil be carried 
cut to Fort McPherson. 

It is probable that he will be sent out to 
scme western post fcr a year’s hard labor.

ment of gold from New ‘York to Europs 
in October, for. many years will -bé. made 
on the steamship Havel, which tails for 
Southampton tomorrow. morning. The 
Bank ‘of: New Yor« withdrew from - the 
subtreasury $500,000 just before the close 
of business, presenting greenbacks in pay- 
ment for the gold. The withdrawal is for 
the acaceunt of Kidder, Peahody & Co., ef 
Boston, and the gold is consigned to Ber- 
lin. The ultimate destination is supposed 
te be Austria. "The engagement of this gold 
caused weakness in the stock markety as 
it.4s an extraordinary occurrence for goid 
to. be shipped to Europe at this season of 
the year, when the export of cereals and 
cétten should throw the balance of trade 
strongly in favor of the United States. For 
over a decafle except during the financial 
stringency ‘existing in 1892 and 1898, gold has 

been imported in large quantities from Eu- 
rope during the months of September, Oc- 
tcber and December. The impossibility of 
lending foreign balances in New York on 
account of the 1 per cent money market 
‘and the active demand for money in Ger- 
Many and Austria, the smaller exports of 
~ dtton and wheat combined with their low- 
er price, the lowest today in the history of 
the United States, and the larger imports 
stimulated by the reduced tariffs are men- 
tioned as among the causes which caused 
foreign exchanges to advance to a gold 
exporting rate Germany and Belgium 
have also recently placed some large loans 
fn the London market, which has forced 
sterling on the continent to an unusually 
low rate, permitting the triangular cpera- 
tion of exchange which permits’ gold ex- 
ports. 

The profit on the shipment of gold, how- 
ever, ts so slight that it is believed that 
gold would not have gone forward if induce- 
ments had not been offered by Austria, 
which has not yet acquired sufficient gold 
to put its recently established gold curren- 
cy on a solid foundation. This suspicion 
has a most depressing effect on stocks and 
other markets, as it was recoilected that 
Austria in 1892 and 18938 drew tens of mil- 
lions of dollars of gold from the United 
States by the payment of a liberal premium 
to the gold shipping houses in New York 
and the low gold balance of the United 
States treasury inspired the fear that an- 
other government bond issue would be 
forced by the efiux of gold to Europe at 


this time. 


: THE STOCK MARKET. 


Gold Shipments Responsible for a 
Declining Market. 

New York, October 15.—The stock market 
today turned upon the sterling exchanges. 
For. days past the latter have been decidedly 
strong, and the actual figures have grad- 
ually advanced to the gold exporting point. 
Today it was announced after the closing 
of the stock exchange that Kidder, Peabody 
& Co., of Boston; had withdrawn $500,000 in 
gold from. the local subtreasury for ship- 
ment to Europe. The gold will go direct to 
Germany by tomorrow’s steamer and the 
shipment, it is claimed, is a legitimate ex- 
change operation; in other words it is as- 
serted that it is not a special transaction. 
There is no change to report in the market 
for sterling exchange, and its stubborn 
strength is due to the limited supply of bills 
coupled with a sharp demand from coffee 
and sugar importers and the settlement of 
sterling loans. The low prices of our pro- 
ducts has reduced the volumes of exchange, 
as the money returned for cotton and bread- 
stuffs exported is considerably below the 
eum obtained for the corresponding season 
last year.

Corn—The weakness of wheat overpower- 
ed corn prices today, although the visible 
supply decrease was 526,000, and the amount 
on ocean passage 968,000 bushels. The re- 
ceipts, although not fully up to the éx- 
pectations, were large—173 cars—end larger 
estimates for tomorrow are presaged, indi- 
cating a further improvement in the move- 
ment. There was a car of new corn recéiv- 
ed today, which, although not passing 
grade, because of dampness, nevertheless 
served to remind the trade that the new 
crop was upon the market. May corn open- 
ed at 4946c, declined to 48%c, closing at the 
inside—‘gc below Saturday. Cash corn was 
lec lower. 

Oats were forced lower by the declining 
tendency of wheat and corn. An increase 
of 430,000 bushels in the visible supply abet- 
ted the weakness. The trade was devoid of 
feature, besides being dull most of the ses- 
sion.

The Cereal Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

There is but little change in the cereal sit- 
uat.on. During the past week wheat -was 
dull at’ about the lowest. prices ever made. 
Bearish sentiment predominated, and the 
only bdullish factor in sight was an old one 
-—the low price. Chicago continued pessi- 
mistic on the basis of increasing supplies. 
The latter have been its selling motive now 
for over two years, or since the great crop 
of 1891, when the country raised over '650,- 
000,000 bushels (according to the belief of 
well informed men), and the Mussian gov- 
ernment, on account of the crop failure in 
Europe, promulgated the famous ukase pro- 
hibiting ‘exports fromm that country. When, 
therefore, Bradstreet's visible supply state- 
ment for the past week became available, 
it. simply confirmed bearish convictions at 
the west. The increase was over 4,000,000 
bushels, making the total for the United 
States and Canada 95,500,000 bushels against 
74,250,000 last year. This, together with lib- 
eral exports from Russia and predictions of 
a larger movement from Argentine to west- 
ern Yurope, doubtless explained the unfa- 
vorable cables and finally resulted in a 
weak though stagnant market. The fol- 
lowing compares receipts of grain at the 
west and exports of wheat, corn and flour 
last week with those of the week before and 
the cen period a year ago:

Signed an Order Bffecting This. 
STRANGE STORY OF : CONVICTED MAN 


Wil Jester, in for Life, Was Po Par- 
Goned by the Governor—Schoo!l 
Teachers Will Be Paid. 


D. F. McDuffie, a Clinch county, who has 
been serving a term in the gtate penitentia- 
ry, was yesterday pardoned by Governor 
Northen, who, in his reasons for granting 
the pardon, gives a nearly complete history 
of the affair which involves the death of 
one man and the liberty of another. 

It was nearly a year and a half ago that 


the officials of the state penitentiary were 


surprised to reeeive a visit from a sad- 
faced, honest-countenanced man who 
Stated that he had business to transact 
with the head man. He was told to wait, 
and wait he did. Finally, when his turn 
came, he was asked what he wanted. Much 
to the surprise of his interrogator, he re- 
plied that he came to give himself up under 
a sentence which had just been confirmed 
by the supreme court. He asked that he 
be given a suit of stripes and be put to 
work at once. 

The officials had no authority to put Mc- 
Duffie to work—for it was he—so they asked 
him to stay while a telegram would be sent 
to the principal keeper of the penitentiary. 
The telegram was sent and the answer 
came that McDuffie was wanted to serve 
the sentence imposed upon him by the 
judge of the superior court in Clinch county 
and confirmed by the supreme court. 

As quietly as he had appeared at the pen- 
itentiary, McDuffle went to work. His 
good behavior was remarkable, and there 
was nothing amiss in anything he did. He 
was rather reticent, however, to those in 
prison with him, though he did not appear 
in the least arbitrary towards them. 

And now, after a year and more, Gov- 
ernor Northen, among the last acts of his 
administration, pardons this man, and his 
reasons tell the story. With the usual 
official legal whereas, the order begins and 
then goes on, in substance, as follows: 

D. F.' McDuffie was convicted at ‘the 
March term, 1891, of the Clinch county su- 
perior court of murder, and. was sentenced 
to four years in the penitentiary. One-half 
ef this time he has very nearly served, and 
his conduct has been remarkably gvod. 
When his sentence was confirmed he did 
not wait for a penitentiary guard to trans- 
fer him, but reported to the penitentiary 
and asked to be put to work under his sen- 
tence. 

A number of strong petitions have been 
received urging that he be pardoned. The 
petitioners allege that the killing was the 
result of an altercation forced upon Mc- 
Duffie by a desperate bully; that the man 
killed, and his .brother, had beaten and 
shamefully abused McDuffie a very short 
time before the killing. 

The jurors who tried the case (two ex- 
eepted) join in an earnest request for clem- 
ency. In their petition they state that the 
witness nearest the scene of the killing tes- 
tified that at the moment of shooting, the 
deceased and his brother were both advanc- 
ing on the defendant, and that the one 
killed had an open knife in his right hand; 
that either of his assailants were more 
powerful physically than the defendant. 
They also '$fate that the deceased had made 
repeated threats of violence which had 
reached the defendant, ang the presumptior 
is that he acted from a sense of danger 
and, as he thought, in self-defense. 


The judge who tried the case and sen- | 
| tenced the defendant recommends that he 
| be pardoned and bears testimony that Mc- 


Duffie is not a bad character, but that on 
the Other hand has always horne the rep- 
utation of a peaceful, honest citizen. 

With all this before him, Governor 
Northen saw his duty clear to his mind and 
signed an order granting McDuffie a full 
and free pardon, and he will return to his 
wife and family. 


Free, Though Sentenced for Life. 

Anether man convicted of murder was 
perdened yesterday morning by Governor 
Northen. It was Will Jester, who wus 
sentenced to the penitentiary for life in 
Butts county in 1888. 

He has served six years faithfully and 
has a record of good behavior and previous- 
ly bore a good character. In his reasons for 
granting the pardon to Jester Governor 
‘Northeh states that it was shown to him 
that when Jester made an application for 
a new trial it was.denied him; that the 
ground upon which the denial wag based 
was a simple technicality, thus the verdict 
of the jury and the sentence of the court 
was never passed upon by the supreme 
court. 

The evidence placed before Governor 
Northen was to the effect that the man 
killed by Jester was at a dance with him, 
and after a quarrel they began scuffling for 
the possession of a pistol which was fired 
in the scramble. The pistol had something 
wrong with the hammer to such an extent 
that it would not stay cocked. It is also 
stated that it was probable that the gun 
was not discharged by any intention on the 
part of Jester. 

In this case the judge presiding at the 
superior court term of trial said that if 
there had not been a technicality in the mo- 
tion for a new trial he would have granted 
it. With all these facts before him Govern- 
or Northen pardoned Jester.

Me. B. W. Collier, of indian Springs, 
Passes Away. 


LIVED THERE FIFTY YEARS OR MORE 


He Was a Resident When the Indians 
Bosmed the Forest There—His 
Honored Lilie, 


~ 


One of the pioneers of middle Georgia, 
Mr. I. W. Collier, died at Indian Spring 
Sunday. 

Mr. Collier was the father of popular 
Wash Collier, the proprietor of the Wigwam 
at Indian Spring, of Mr. Whit Collier, Paul 
Collier and Mr. Bryan Collier. 

Mr. Collier died quite suddenly. He was 
much advanced in years and his death was 
the expected end of a long life. He had 
lived long at Indian Spring, was there, in 
fact, when Indians roamed through the 
foresis, and he saw the state pass through 
the most evéntful periods of its history. 

Mr. Collier was eighty-four years of age, 
and he had lived at Indian Spring about 
fifty years. His name igs known through- 
out every section of the south and thou- 
sands of people in Georgia and elsewhere 
during their visits to the famous ftealth 
resort learned to loye Mr. Collier almost 
ag a father. Like the late Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, he is a man of whom it can be 


Said he was ‘eighty-four years young,”’ in- 
stead of old. He wag always bright, ac- 
tive, jolly and seldom saw a sick day. Dur- 


ing the resort season he would he among 
the girls at the Wigwam, making friends 
with all and relating stories of days past, 
when the Indians occupied the reservatiop 
in Which he was a pioneer. He was al- 
ways the one person of chief interest about 
the springs, and those who go there in 
the future will feel the loss of this venera- 
ble man. 

Hardly less interesting than her husband 
was “Aunt’’ Collier, the aged wife who 
survives him. She is now seventy-six years 
of age and in the best of health. She is a 
true southern matron, a woman of wonder- 
ful brightness, ready wit and cheerful dis- 
position. 

“Uncle” Collier was the father of ten 
children, all of whom grew to manhood and 
womanhood and nine of whom are still liv- 
ing. Hig children were Bryan 8S. Collier; 
Judge N. C. Collier, of Albuquerque, N. M.; 
George C, Collier; Whit Collier; Dr. T. J. 
Collier, of Griffn; Paul Collier; Miss Car- 
rie Coliier, Miss Lou Collier; Mrs. M. 8S. 
Smith, and Mrs. Jesse F. Cleveland. The 
latter died a few years ago. Besides this 
large family of children there are twenty- 
five living grandchildren left to mourn their 
much beloved ancestor. It is supposed thut 
the remains will be buried in the family 
burial ground at Indian Spring.

1. According to the bill of exceptions (as 
now asceriained vy examinatswsu of the 
same) in the case of Jo“dan v. the State, 56 
Ga., 92, there was a motion to quash the 
indictment, the motion being made when 
the panel of forty-eight jurors was put upon 
the accused and before witnesses were 
sworn. This court held that the motion 
should have been sustained. and directed 
that the indictment be quashed, inasmuch 
as it was founded on section 4488 of the 
code and charged the accused with re- 
ceiving stolen goods as accessory after 
the fact, without alleging that the principal 
in the larceny had been tried and convict- 
ed. Conceding this adjudication to be cor- 
rect (which admits of grave doubt), the 
case is of no absolutely binding authority 
upon a motion in arrest of ujdgment for a 
like defect in the indictment: for the code, 
in section 4628, declares that every indict- 
ment shall be deemed suffic.ently technical 
and correct which states the offense in the 
terms and language of the code and in the 
next section it declares that no motion in 
arrest of judgment shall be sustained for 
any matter not affecting the real merits 
of the offense charged inp the indictment. 
The real merits of being accessory after 
the fact, whether by receiving stolen goods 
or otherwise, are in no wise affected by the 
trial and conviction of the principal thief, 
these maiters relating wholly to procedure 
and evidence and not in any respect to the 
elements of the offense itself. For an anal-
